In still later years the synthetic 
fiber developed sensationally. It 
still is burgeoning. Its use is cer- 
tain to expand. It has been ‘‘a 
plant’’ which thrived not in sun 
but in the shade cast by the um- 
brella of price supports.

The onetime cotton field states 
of North and South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama, which had 
more than 10'2 million acres of 
cotton in 1930 and produced, de- 
spite the weevil, 4,850,000 bales, 
last year had a little more than 
two million acres and an esti- 
mated 1%4 million bales. 

Since the year 1940, when war 
plants made their loudest plea 
for workers, through November, 
1957, an estimated five million 
persons have left the cotton farms 
in those four states.

In.-a meeting at the Governor's 
mansion Sunday night, Gov.

The reduction in tag prices and 
the granting of federal income 
tax deductions would cost the 
state around $20 million a year, 
Griffin reportedly said. 

Both Brooks and Wilson will be 
fighting not only for their tax-cut 
proposals but also against the 
traditional reluctance of legisia- 
tors to override a committee's de- 
cision (or indecision). 


RIVAL BILLS 

Wilson's tag-cut 
further complicated by the fact 
that there are rival bills on the 
subject—including one introduced 
by Rev. Robert Russell of Barrow 
County on behalf of Lt. Gov.

This could mean but one thing. 
Most of them were small. 


The boll weevil, mechanization 
and .the attraction of industry 
began to liquidate those farms. 
Where there was education, a 
knowledge of how to use better 
farming and dairy methods, peo- 
ple could hold on. But the less 
able ‘‘went to town.’ Most of 
them left the South for the in- 
dustrial centers of the East.

150 Tons Rebel Arms 


Are Seized by French 


ORAN, Algeria, Jan. 19 (®—French authorities said today they 
have seized from a Yugoslav ship more than two million dollars 


worth of arms and explosives they said were destined for Algerian | 
rebels. 


The ship, the passenger - cargo 
liner Slovenija, had been shadow. 
ed by a French plane ever since 
it left its home port of Rijeka, 
Yugoslavia, on a voyage via Casa- 
blanca to New York. It was inter- 
cepted by two French navy ships 
when it tried to pass through ter- 


ritorial waters off Oran yesterday. 


The French forced the 5,824-ton 
vessel into port here last night 
and unloaded a 150-ton cargo of 
arms and ammunition packed in 
3,286 cases. They said this was 
enough munitions, shells and light 
arms to equip five battalions. 

Calling it the biggest arms haul 
they have made since the Algerian 
rebellion began three years ago, 


they estimated the cargo value at 
a billion francs—$2,380,000. 

French Intelligence heard that 
the arms were to have been dis- 
charged at Casablanca, Morocco, 
where an .intermediary was to 
ship them on to the rebels. 

Announcement of the seizure 
here coincided with a French an- 
nouncement in Algiers that nation- 
alist rebels were planning a new 
powerful offensive in the spring 
using Soviet weapons. 

The French authorites refusec 
to identify the origin of the arms 
seized aboard the Slovenija. 

Authoritative sources saki the 
ship’s manifest listed Yemen as 
the destination of the seized car.

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Assembly Regains 


Its Lost Initiative 


As the General Assembly begins its 
second week, Georgians can look on its 
first week of action with considerable en- 
couragement. Its members have shown 
commendable signs of independence, of 
questioning and abandonment of the fol- 
low-the-leader game. 

It is. of course, true that this being a 
political year there is bound to be a con- 
siderable amount of activity in the session 
aimed solely at the ballot box. This is not 
necessarily all bad. Knowing they not 
only must seek re-election but that Gov. 
Griffin's administration is rapidly run- 
ning its course, legislators are taking new 
and searching looks at such things as 
spending and economy. 

Two political measures which could 
prove very costly to the people of the state 
are Gov. Griffin’s 50-million-dollar rural 
roads proposal and Lt. Gov. Vandiver's 
$3-tag idea. There is not much likeli- 
hood. however, that either will become 
law this session. The 
ably will die a painful death in the Senate 
and the governdr has said he will veto the 
tag bill. 

Both these measures had just as well 
rest in peace. Both of them, however, 
will form the basis of much campaign 
oratory during the coming months. 

Today a joint House-Senate commit- 
tee of members of appropriations com- 
mittees will begin a department-by-de- 
partment check of state spending. They 
have promised to take a good look for 
waste and extravagance and for possible 
economies. This is a highly laudable move. 
Far too long has the Legislature abrogated 
its responsibilities for spending of tax- 
payers’ funds. 

In addition to the highly controver- 
sial measures, the House and Senate will 
begin consideration this week of very 
important bills relating to highway safety 
and mental health. These bills are not of 
the hasty variety. They represent the find- 
ings of long studies by legislative commit- 
tees into the problems and their conclu- 
sions are most constructive. To Gov. 
Griffn’s credit, it must be said that he 
has shown most commendable interest in 
giving these his full support. 

Especially important Is a proposal to 
grant medical scholarships for study in 
psychiatry and related mental health 
fields. This constitutional amendment 
would contribute much to the future wel- 
fare of all communities in the state. 

The assembly session has started well. 
Its members are giving evidence of in- 
creasing concern about funds and are 
showing a great reluctance to accept such 
proposals as repeal of the compulsory 
school-attendance law with all its impli- 
cations to education. 

Politics or no politics, this new spirit 
of skepticism and inquiry is most wel- 
come and should prove of great benefit 
to Georgia’s rank and file.

State Industrialization 


Forges Ahead Briskly 


Formal opening of Rayonier’s second 
chemical cellulose and wood pulp plant 
yesterday at Jesup capped a busy week 
of industrial progress in Georgia. 

With activation of the new unit, Ray- 
onier is concentrating more than one- 
fifth of its vast production in Georgia. 
The two Jesup operations provide jobs 
for 725 persons and comprise an annual 
payroll of four million dollars. In ad- 
dition, the company paid more than 
six million dollars to private tree farm- 


ers, most of them in the Jesup area, last 
year. 

There were several other encouraging 
industrial developments in recent days. 
Ground was broken for the Anaconda 
Wire & Cable Co. plant at Watkinsville; 
plans announced for a seven-million-dollar 
gypsum concern at Brunswick contin- 
gent upon development of port facili- 
ties; arrangements made to dedicate the 
Standard Container Corp.’s new plant at 
Homerville Jan. 24, and announcement 
made that a building materials manufac- 
turing plant will begin operations at 
Douglasville in April. 

These are significant developments, 
coming as they do at a time when the 
national economy is cloudy and the 
prophets of gloom are at work. 

It shows the growing recognition 
Georgia has earned as a state with all the 
assets necessary for industry. It reflects 
the confidence of realistic businessmen in 
this state and presents a challenge to our 
people—plant workers, civic leaders, offli- 
cials at all governmental levels—to con- 
tinue to merit that confidence and to en- 
courage further industrial growth in the 
state.

Congress’ Conscience 


Shows in This Vote, 


Willingness of Congress to go full 
speed in doing whatever necessary to bol- 
ster the nation’s defenses was proved 
Wednesday by the House’s action in vot- 
ing $549,670,000 for immediate use of the 
Air Force to build missile radar detect- 
ing stations, dispersal bases for the 
Strategic Air Command and other facili- 
ties. 

What a reversal from last year’s pen- 
ny-pinching of the military! 

The House vote was unanimous, 374 
to 0. The Senate has asked that the bill 
be speeded to them for immediate action, 
too. This appears to assure prompt ap- 
proval of budget recommendations for the 
stepped-up defense program. 

There are indications even that Con- 
gress will appropriate more funds than 
the President has asked for. It is now 
known, for instance, that money re- 
quested by the National Science Founda- 
tion for basic research and research facili- 
ties was cut considerably. Facilities 
requests were trimmed by 50 per cent and 
funds asked for research itself was cut 
20 per cent. 

But Congress at last seems aware of 
the need for a vastly increased research 
program to keep pace with the Russians. 
They do not again want to be caught 
napping. 

Meanwhile, for the sake of economy 
and effectiveness, Congress should ex- 
amine the defense proposals to prevent 
costly duplications and waste and to end 
the equally costly interservice feuds. We 
must spend every dollar needed for na- 
tional defense but the long-range strug- 
gle leaves no room for waste. It most 
certainly should not jump from one ex- 
treme to another but unfortunately this is 
a favorite congressional habit.

Fluoridation Promises 


Freedom From Cavities 


Benjamin Spock, M.D., outstanding in 
the nation in the field of child care, has 
started out in 1958 with an optimistic out- 
look concerning fluoridation. 

Dr. Spock is chairman of the national 
Committee To Protect Our Children’s 
Teeth. 

Said he in early January, 1958: “It is 
cheering news to all of us that the Ameri- 
can Medical Assn., has again affirmed 
that fluoridation is safe and practical. 

“The fact that this review of the evi- 
dence has ‘been in progress during the 
past year was used by opponents as pre- 
sumptive evidence of loss of confidence 
in fluoridation on the part of the associ- 
ation. It has been used as an excuse for 
inaction by officials in New York and 
elsewhere. 

“So a major roadblock has been re- 
moved.” 

The American Medical Assn. report 
goes even beyond “safe and practical.” 

Its findings indicate that in all prob- 
ability the protection to the teeth extends 
beyond childhood. They indicate there is 
no valid engineering objection to water 
fluoridation and that the public water 
supply is the only known effective: ve- 
hicle for this protection. 

Is that toothache necessary? 

The nation’s scientists, dentists and 
doctors, as represented by their profes- 
sional associations, don’t think so. 

The one great roadblock now in some 
areas including Atlanta is the hesitancy 
of those with the power to fluoridate to 
accept the evidence.

Are Legislators Prepared 


To Make Children Suffer? 


In the Griffin Daily News 


Let us not lose our heads and be stampeded. And let us not be 
dogs in the manger. We refer to the proposal to abolish compulsory 
school attendance in Georgia. In the first place we already have a law 
on the books which makes it possible for the governor to suspend 
the compulsory school requirement if an order is issued to mix 


the races. 

Some contend this is unconsti- 
tutional. But it has not been test- 
ed and the assumption is that a 
duly passed law is constitutional 
until found otherwise by a com- 
petent court. 

In the second place let us as- 
sume merely for the sake of dis- 
cussion that the present law does 
viclate the Constitution. Even so, 
if it be found necessary to re- 
peal compulsory. attendance to 
preserve segregation, then the 
Legislature is subject to the call 
of the governor at any time. The 
only argument we can discover 
against this line of thought is 
that it might be inconvenient and 
some slight expense to the state 
to call a special session. The ad- 
vantages of the compulsory at- 
tendance law so outweigh this, 
however, as to dispose of it with- 
out further consideration. 
“Now, as for the dog in the 
manger statement: There is little 
doubt that the abolition of the 
compulsory attendance law is 
aimed at 
thought that more of them than 
white children would drop out of 
school prior to reaching the age 
of 16 if the law is repealed. 

As far as we are concerned, 
there is no cause to punish little 
children—either white or Negro— 
because of the faults of older 
generations. Yet this is what we 
would be doing. Little children

the Negroes. It is. 


have not arrived at an age of dis- 
cretion prior to 16 when they 
should be allowed to determine 
whether to attend school. And 
children of parents who would al- 
iow a child of tender years to 
quit school need the protection of 
the present law. Obviously, such 
perents lack judgment. 

To summarize, we see the sit- 
uation this way: 

1. The only reason for abolish- 
ing the law would be to pre- 
serve segregation. 

2. It is not necessary to abolish 
this law now. We already have 
a law in Georgia allowing the 
governor. to suspend it. If the 
present law is found unconstitu- 
tional, the governor always can 
call a special session of the Leg- 
islature to act upon the matter 
when needed. 

3, Abolishing the law would 
penalize little children for the 
shortcomings of older genera- 
tions. It would injure many but 
help no one.

A New Approach 
Applied to Tithing 


There is an article on page 152 of the Jan- 
uary Reader’s Digest entitled ‘Modern Tithing— 


A Vital Revival.” I wish every church member a 
would read it. It is the most sensible article on tithing I have ever 
read. It tells about a plan started some years ago in the Grace Epis- 


copal Church of Port Huron, Mich. 


This plan introduced three 
changes in the strict ideas of 
tithing, but the changes are prac- 
tical and reasonable. (1) Because 
of today’s heavy tax burdens, the 
“tenth” was to be applied to in- 
come after taxes rather than the 
gross income. (2) Because non- 
church charity demands are now 
so great, tithers could contribute 
half their pledge to their church 
and half to various civic benevo- 
lences. (3) They could start by 
giving less than 10 per cent and 
werk up to an ultimate full tithe. 

Many people will argue that is 
not real tithing. In fact, that has 
not been the way I personally 
have tithed. Through the years 
Mama and I have kept strict ac- 
count and have given 10 per cent 
of every dollar we have received 
to the church. Anything we gave 
to other causes was over and 
above our tithe. 


But I am not opposed to the 
three points listed above. In fact, 
I fully intend to urge this plan 
to my own church. I feel it. puts 
tithing in the reach of many peo- 
ple who have never felt they could 
tithe. Maybe the plan doesn’t go 
as far as some like, but if all the 
church people would follow it that 
plan would truly bring great 
blessings to the church. 

In the first place, such a plan 
eliminates all special drives for

money, all methods of ‘‘raising” 
money, such as suppers, sales, 
etc. It puts all the people on the 
same level of giving and makes 
each feel that he or she is carry- 
ing his or her full part of the 
load. 

Tithing’s greatest value, how- 
ever, is not in raising money. It 
does something for the person 
spiritually. I have never known 
a tither who was not a better 
person because of it. Tithing de- 
velops new and stronger loyalty 
to the church. I have never known 
a tither who did not take part 
in the work of the church and 
who did not pray for the church. 
Tithing builds a closer fellowship 
in the church. As people give and 
work and pray together, deeper 
and firmer friendships are 
formed. 

The Reader’s Digest article 
quotes Episcopal Bishop Everett 
Holland Jones as describing the 
tithing revival as a ‘“‘revolution 
in which giving now assumes 
spiritual proportions. Its greatest 
result is the commitment of the 
whole person—time, talents and 
treasure.’’ Another points out 
‘We do not know of one instance 
where a person has given tithing 
a real try and dropped it. Tithers 
are so happy about what happens 
to them in their own lives that 
they cling to it.”

Once there was a 
time when these devices handled 
eight brands of cigarettes and 
that accomplishment was hailed 
with “‘oohs” and ‘‘ahs.”

There was no doubt about it Saturday Terry Randall 
burned the net for 28 points, and Tech an eight-game 
losing streak against the Commodores by a convincing 81-60 margin. 

Sunday afternoon, as he looked forward to perhaps the most 
important week of his coaching career at Tech, Hyder was asked 
to look back. Could he explain the sizzling Tech comeback, which 
he had predicted? 

“I knew that Dave Denton was a terrific basketball player,” 
Hyder answered. ‘‘He joined us before the Baylor game, and 
there was no doubt that he’d give the team a lift. He has every- 
thing it takes to be great, except experience. 

“Then, of course, I knew we weren't playing up to our capa- 
bility. The boys were trying, but things weren’t breaking right for 
us. If you'll recali, we had a terrible shooting percentage. I knew 
that boys like Randall and (Bud) Blemker would start hitting.’ 


—It Counts, But Not in Standings 
What about the future? 


‘‘Well, we won't have to wait long to find out,’’ Hyder replied. 
“We play Georgia (Monday night), Auburn (Wednesday), Ten- 
nessee (Saturday) and Kentucky (Monday) in an eight-day span. 
[ll make another prediction. If we win all four of those games, 
we'll win the championship. 

“Right now I’m not worried about any team but Georgia. 
I know they haven’t been going too good, but they’ll be ready 
for Tech. My boys are ready for the game. Denton appears to 
have whipped the cold which kept him in bed last week. 

“Of course, the Georgia and Auburn games don’t count in the 
official standings,”’ Hyder continued, “‘but that doesn’t mean any- 
thing to us. Beating Georgia and Auburn is always important. The 
Tennessee and Kentucky games do count.’ 

That’s for sure. And Tech must win both contests to remain a 
contender for what would be its first basketball title since 1937. 
Saying that Tech is cramming an entire season into the next eight 
days is only a slight exaggeration. 

Saying that the upcoming game with Tech is the most im- 
portant of the campaign for Georgia is no exaggeration. After 
an exciting start, the Bulldogs have been no more impressive 
than Woodruff Hall in their recent outings. They have dropped 
six of their last seven games. 

“The last couple of weeks have been mighty tough,’”’ troubled 
Red Lawson said via telephone from Athens. “It’s the first time 
I've seen an entire team hit a slump at the same time. But I’ve 
still got confidence in this team. It will take a better game than 
we've played to beat Tech again, but I certainly haven’t given up 
on these boys. It’s an important week for us, for we play Auburn 
in a league game Saturday night in Columbus.”’ 

Since Georgia trimmed Tech, 69-68, in a stirring duel here Dec. 
19, the Jackets have soared near the top, while the Bulldogs have 
plummeted in the other direction. Past performances mean very 
little when these intense rivals clash, but I look for the Jackets to 
avenge their previous defeat by a narrow margin. Let’s say about 
70 to 66.

A poised, potent Georgia Tech basketball team temporarily 
tables its title aspirations here Monday night and attempts to con- 
vince Athens invaders their December conquest was all a big 
mistake. 

A well-rested, victory-hungry Georgia squad arrives at Alex- 
ander Coliseum just as determined to show the Yellow Jackets that 
the successful Bulldog uprising two months ago was only one of 
many more to come. Game time is 8. 

Georgia edged Tech in overtime here Dec. 19. Since breaking 
a six-game drought against the Yellow Jackets that night, the 
Bulldogs have won two games and lost seven. They have dropped 
six of their last seven. 

Tech’s fortunes have been a complete reversal of Georgia’s. 
Since bowing to the Bulldogs and VPI a day later, the Jackets 
have won six of seven games, including the last three in a row. 
They're 3-1 in the SEC and a threat to Kentucky. 

Tech’s Whack Hyder isn’t buying the history report. 

“The fact that Georgia is playing Tech means you can dis- 
regard everything in the past,’ he said emphatically. ‘Those 
boys still remember that touchdown the Bulldogs scored on Grant 
Field, and they aren’t going to let us forget it.” 

Despite its recent nose-dive, Georgia defends a proud record 
against Tech. This includes varsity and freshman football victories 
and the basketball success since Tech beat Georgia. The Bulldogs 
also have a respectable 2-2 conference chart. 

“We probably fear Ray Allen the most,”’ he continued. ‘‘He is 
a fine shot and all-round ball player. Bill Ensley was mighty tough 
on the boards last time against us, and Henry Cabaniss is a 
senior who will be troublesome. They’ll all be a problem.” 

Georgia has rested from game competition since last Tuesday’s 
loss to Mercer. The Bulldogs have sharpened fundamentals during 
this time. The layoff may have hurt their timing some. Maybe not.

Red Lawson had no trouble spotting his biggest problem. 

“We have to stop those two guards,”’ he said. “Should some- 
body ever hold them to decent points, they would have a chance 
to beat Tech.” 


Terry Randall and Bud Blemker, of whom Lawson spoke, lead 
the Jacket scoring with 242 points apiece. 


They have been particularly effective in the last three outings. 
Randall has scored 74 points for a 24.7 average, and Blemker 64 
for a 21.3 rate. 


“Ol ‘Blemp’ and Randall are hard to defense,” Lawson con- 
tinued. “‘I think our inside people will play Tech all right. 

“Our chances for victory depend on Ray Allen’s getting back 
his shooting eye. So must Cabaniss. All of ‘em need to improve 
at the foul line. Sonny Poss has one of our best percentages and 
needs to shoot more. 

“Edmondson’s been doing a job for us and he should be ready. 
He has recovered from the injury he suffered in the G-Club initia- 
tion. His being out was the difference in our loss to Mercer. 

“We go into every game thinking we’ve got a chance to win,” 
Lawson said. “Our boys are up for this one and we know Tech 
is too.”’ 

Lawson is considering two starting combinations. One geared 
to height includes forwards Cabaniss (6-5) and Poss (6-4), center 
Ensley (6-5), and guards Edmondson (6-0) and Allen (6-1). His 
speedy unit is forwards Allen and Cabaniss, center Ensley and 
guards Edmondson and Don Hartsfield (6-0). 

Tech probably will go with guards Blemker and Randall, for- 
wards Gary Phillips (6-1) and Dave Denton (6-6%) and center Jim 
Johnson (6-6). Frank Inman could get the call in place of Phillips. 

Lawson is fully cognizant of the rapid development of sopho- 
more Denton, especially on the boards.

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Birth Is Greatest Treasure A Life Can Know

I've been an obstetrician and gynecologist for 


) years, but a birth still seems to me the great- 
est treasure a life can know. 


The delivery room, coldly tiled and filled with 


stainless steel, is the pulse beat of all existence. 
There new

most rewarding and completely worthwhile part 
of my life.

The scene in a delivery room is especially 


moving when a baby is being born in the middle 
of the night. Outside in the darkness people are 
sleeping but the delivery room is brilliant under 
the arc lights and filled with the concentration of 
a well-trained team focused on a single moment, 
the instant of birth. It holds a heightened sense 
of friendliness and tenderness rarely found else- 
where. 


The good obstetrician a few years ago was 


the doctor who put his patient under heavy seda- 
tion the moment she arrived in the hospital and 
kept her totally unconscious throughout the en- 
tire process. The mothers wakened the next morn- 
ing with no recollection at all of participating in 
a birth. 


The pendulum has swung the other way now 


and many mothers are enthusiastic about ‘‘nat- 
ural’ childbirth, without any sedation at all. J

throughout the birth because it is the highest ful- 
fillment she will ever know and she shouldn't 
miss it. 

But how natural should childbirth be? This is 
the decision only an obstetrician can make, not 
an over-eager patient and her friends. The crite- 
rion of good obstetrical care, in my opinion, is a 
mother who is not damaged in any way that will 
require a future operation or cause a chronic 
complaint. 

In order to insure that there will not be any 
residual liability the doctor must be free to give 
whatever treatment might be necessary—very 
commonly means instruments and stitches. Every 
case is different. Just remember that no amount 
of good prenatal care, relaxing exercises, or free- 
dom from fear will ever replace a well-trained 
doctor at any time of delivery. 

One of the most valuable of the warnings that 
an obstetrician can give a mother waiting for her 
first child is that most babies are not a bit beau- 
tiful at birth. I glance from the saintly strained 
face of the mother, beautiful with achievement, 
to the unlikely scrap of a person she has pro- 
duced. “Your baby,’ I tell her, “is adorable. He 
looks just like your husband.”’ 

“But you’ve never seen my husband,’’ the 
mother protests. 

“‘Nevertheless, I’m sure of it, 
firmly.

Sometimes we deliver a baby who is truly 
beautiful, which seems to us like compounding 
a miracle. Sometimes we deliver a baby with a 
handicap. 

In many of these cases no decision is re- 
quired from the doctor—the baby is either 
healthy and strong and will survive without spe- 
cial attention, or else is frail and dies imme- 
diately. Others are borderline cases, infants in 
whom life can be supported if the staff works 
feverishly. My wisdom isn’t sufficient to make 
a judgment that will let a flickering life die; 
we work to save the infant. 


The first baby is usually a shredding disillu- 
sionment. The mother has expected to feel light- 
er than air, to hold her infant in the mood of 
mutual adoration best illustrated in religious 
paintings, and to be worshipped by her husband. 

Instead, she is tired to her marrow; she has 
afterpains, agony from her stitches, and aching 
bones. Her husband is nowhere to be found when 


the hall phoning everyone he knows. The baby 
isn’t the sex she expected and is definitely un- 
attractive no matter how hard she tries to con- 
vince herself otherwise. 

The final insult comes later when she finds 
that her baby has no loving instinct for nursing 
at all and has to be taught the basic element of 
survival. The wonderful, sweeping delight she 
has been expecting falls far short of the glory of 
God. 

It usually takes 48 hours to be truly lit up 
about a baby, though some women have post- 
natal attacks of the blues three or four days 
later. By that time the aftermath of pain is over, 
the baby is nursing in his own groggy fashion, 
flowers have been pouring into the room, the 
husband’s pride and concern have healed all 
wounds, and the mother has observed that her 
figure is close to normal. 

It is only then, in retrospect, that the expe- 
rience takes on meaning and wonder. The experi- 
ence of having a baby is something which in it- 
self can be the most wonderful experience of a 
lifetime. 

Not long ago I delivered the baby of a favor- 
ite patient of mine who had been told when she 
was only a girl that she could never have a 
child. She nevertheless wanted a baby desper- 
ately. Her pregnancy was dreadfully difficult and 


her baby girl was born the expression of blind- 
ing glory on the mother’s face caused a moment 
of cathedral-like hush in the delivery room. Two 
months later the baby died. 

When I saw the mother again I kept my tone 
gentle, but I have certain convictions about such 
things. ‘“‘You wouldn’t have missed that experi- 
ence for anything, would you?” I asked. 

She shook her head. “Doctor, I'm only sorry 
for you. You worked so hard and now you have 
nothing. I had my baby, but you have nothing.” 

“Don’t worry about me,” I replied. “I have 
the memory of your face in the delivesy room.” 

The act of childbirth can light up a woman's 
life and it is immaterial to that experience 
whether or not the mother has her baby after- 
ward. 

This is what I try to tell my unmarried moth- 
ers who must give up their infants for adoption, 
and it is a truth that holds even .when a first 
baby doesn’t survive. The drama of birth, the 
torment wrapped with exultation beyond self, is 
the truest and finest moment a woman can know. 
It is the trial by fire that gives a soldier inner 
dignity to sustain him all his life. 

It grants a woman a piercing, dazzling pride 
in herself that may become dim but never dingy.

Getting Ready for Easter Bloom 


By YOLANDE GWIN 

Florists who maintain their 
own greenhouses live by the 
calendar. 

How else could Atlantans be 
assured of having pots of Easter 
lilies ready for that certain 
day, especially when the date 
of Easter varies each year? 
This year it falls on April 6. 

“We planted ours before 
Christmas,” said Mrs. Paul 
Gaertner, whose greenhouse ad- 
joins her shop on Peachtree 
road. “They are a one-season 
crop, and 120 days are allowed 
for their maturity. Our planting 
period was set up with the idea 
in mind that they would be 
ready for display by April 2.” 

The bulbs, in six-inch pots, al- 
ready are peeping above 
ground, according to Mrs. 
Gaertner. She also added that 
when stalks are approximately 
10 inches tall, they are turned 
at intervals toward the sun to 
assure uniform growth. 


For the wholesale market, 
lilies were planted the first 
week in December. 

“We planted about 1,000 for 


early blooming about a week 
ahead of Easter which are used 
mostly for display purposes,” 
said T. A. Adrey, spokesman 
for one of the largest of the

wholesale markets. The rest 
are timed for Easter blooming. 

Mr. Adrey said that 12,500 
lilies were set out in the three 
greenhouses this year. Forced 
blooming is achieved by warm- 
er temperatures.

toxic age, he must be protected 
against himself. The only im- 
munity against his eagerness to 
explore and taste is constant 
vigilance on the part of adults. 

Because adults forget to be 
vigilant, what is known as ‘“‘ac- 
cidental poisoning’’ now is a 
major cause of childhood mor- 
tality. 

That bottle of pretty candied 
aspirin you leave on his bedside 
table? Taken in sufficient quan- 
titv, aspirin is as potentially 
lethal to a child as lye. 

That jar of granulated deter- 
gent under the sink that looks 
like sugar? Poisonous. The red 
crayons on the desk? Poisonous. 
The cleaning fluid in the soft 
drink bottle? Poisonous. 


POTENTIAL POISON 


In the vital subject of child 
vs. poison, there is only one 
ground rule: Anything which is 
not food is potentially a poison. 
Every parent of a young child 
would do well to frame this 
over the kitchen sink. 

The tragedy of childhood 
poisonings is that all are a 
matter of carelessness. Of 
course, a crawling baby or a 
climbing toddler moves faster 
than a tired mother can think, 
but would you leave a tiny child 
alone at the head of an un- 
guarded staircase? The open 
shelf of cleaning supplies below 
your kitchen sink is even more 
hazardous. 


WHAT TO DO 


And if he does eat or drink 
something, do you know what to 
do? Do you have any idea what 
he got hold of? Do you have the 
container, complete with label? 
Do you know how to reach 
your doctor, or how to get to 
the nearest hospital in a hurry, 
taking the container with you? 

Do you know first how to in- 
duce vomiting? (Turn him over 
your knees, face down, and 
thrust a finger at the back of 
his mouth, tickling the soft pal- 
ate.) With poisoning every min- 
ute counts. 

To make your home safe now 
for that small bundle of energy 
you love so dearly is far bet- 
ter than saying, later, “But I 
never thought he’d put that in 
his mouth!”

NEW YORK, Jan. 19—The Federal Reserve’s cut in margins 
from 70 to 50 per cent came not entirely as a surprise. 

There was a “leak,” for in the last hour of Jan. 15 trading, 
prices advanced sharply. cost Bes: 

The same thing happened in November, # “ieee 
when the Federal Reserve decided to reverse its ge 
“tight money” policy. That “‘leak’’ came to Wall 
street via Canada, and those with the advance 
knowledge did all right. 

The margin cut was announced after the 
close, but stocks had been lower in the morning 
and then gained some ground on the inflationary 
aspects of the President’s press conference. 

The President expressed no concern of the 
estimated budget surplus for next year turning 
into a deficit—as seems likely. Ps ee 

The market then turned quiet after digesting Leslie Gould 
this news, but in the last hour and a half prices were bid up. 

The hourly figures on the Dow-Jones industrial share price 
index tell the story: 

At 11 a.m. the index was down 0.24 points. At noon it converted 
this loss into an 0.85-point gain, extending this to $1.14 at 1 p.m. 
This was on the President’s press conference. 

At 2 p.m. it was plus $1.38, but the railroad index lost in that

0.41 at 2 p.m. 
At the close the industrial index was up $3.40 and the rails 


_ finished up $1.05. 


This is the first change in margins since April, 1955, when 
they were raised from 60 to 70 per cent. The 60 per cent rate 
was established on Jan. 5, 1955, having been 50 per cent since 
Feb. 20, 1953. 

They had been 75 per cent from Jan. 17, 1951, until the cut in 


| 1953. At one time margins were 100 per cent—that was from June 
| of 1946 to Feb. 1, 1947. 


Since February, 1945, margins have been changed 10 times. 
A look back shows when the Federal Reserve cut the margins, 
in those periods, stocks lost ground. But when the rate was 
increased the market invariably gained ground. 

The main determining factor in the market is economic con- 


_ ditions—the business trend, profits and inflation. 


Margins have been too high for a long time, particularly 


_ when compared with other credit terms. The change will have no 


influence on new car buyers or employment. 
The only changes that will have any effect on the general 
economy are the Reserve requirements and the discount rate.

abilities among the families of 

our migrant workers than in the 

households of permanent resi- 

dents. The roving agricultural | 

hands often are crowded into | 

makeshift living quarters that 

lack provisions for sewers and 

garbage disposal. The water | 

supply may be polluted and the | 

majority have few resources for | 

meeting emergencies. 


Visiting nurses report the 
prevalence of diarrhea, impe- 
tigo, malnutrition and ear in- 
fections. Outbreaks of typhoid 
and diphtheria occur from time 
to time in these groups and 
immunization is not  wide- 
spread. These families seldom 
are seen by physicians except 
when they have a serious acci- 
dent or illness. 

There are said to be 1.25 mil 
lion migrants in the United 
states. Many of the 500,000 work- 
ers who come from Mexico are 
better off than our own group be- 
cause they enter the country un- 
der contract (Public Law 78) to 
fill the gap in harvesting millions 
of dollars worth of crops that 
otherwise might rot on the 
ground. When the conditiens of 
the contract are met, these bra- 
ceros are assured of clean quar- 
ters, good food, and ccmpetent 
medical care and treatment. 

But American migrants are not 
so lucky. They are regarded as 
necessary for local economy but 
become a potential economic bur- 
den when the season is - over. 
They seldom work under contract 
and lead a hand-to-mouth exist- 
ence. They travel from Florida 
and the lower Rio Grande Valley 
to the Canadian border and back. 

Each location presents a new | 
problem if the health of the mi- 
grant and the resident popula- 
tion is to be protected. Those 
who believe these roving work- 
ers represent an_ interstate 
problem are applying pressure 
on the federal government. 

On the other hand, communi- 
ties that regard the migrant fam- 
lly as a permanent and essential 
part of their local economy are | 
beginning to come up with more | 
aid. Service leagues, the Red | 
Cross, and other philanthropic | 
groups are pitching in to help. 
Their physical needs are not 
great but it is surprising how far 
sanitation and medical care go in 
alleviating the plight of this for- 
gotten segment of the population.
